DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to

Group I, claim(s) 1 - 5, and 7 - 36, drawn to a method of affecting chronic pain with 
electrical stimulation. 

Group II, claim(s) 37, 41 , and 42, drawn to a method of affecting chronic pain by 
stimulating the synthesis or release of an endogenous opioid. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Group I has a special 
technical feature that requires electrical stimulation having the following parameters: a 
voltage between about 1 V to about 15V; a frequency between about 2 Hz and 2500 Hz; 
and a pulse width between about 10 microseconds to about 1,000 microseconds. 
Group II has a different special technical feature that requires the synthesis or release 
of an endogenous opioid through any form of stimulation. 

3. A telephone call was made to Zeba Ali on March 12, 2009 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made.
